MOSCOW, via London (uncensored), 
(Copyright, 1937, by United Press)— 
“Our party is suffering from an attack 
of measles,” Joseph Stalin said grimly 
10 years ago. That was in the midst 
of his political battle with Leon Trot- 
sky. 

It might be said today that the com- 
munist party is suffering from an at- 
tack of scarlet fever—a more serious 
disease, but one which shows no signs 
of being fatal. 

Stalin is deeply involved in his most 
momentous internal] political crisis since 
the great struggle with Trotsky, which 
resulted in the banishment of Stalin's 
long-hated rival and 1,500 expulsions 
from the party. At least 500 persons 
have been shot in three months, tens 
of thousands arrested, and many thou- 
sands dismissed from their political po- 
sitions and disgraced. The epidemic 
has not yet abated. 

But there is every indication that 
Stalin, as he has done so often in the 
past, has craftily bided his time and 
Struck a lightning-like first blow,

Even diplomats and foreign corres- 
pondents who have lived for years in 
the Soviet Union find themselves be- 
wildered and hard pressed to discover 
an explanation which satisfactorily 
covers all ramifications of the purge. 

The most reasonable guess at the 
underlying reason for such a genera 
purge is that some development or 
combination of developments gave Sta- 
lin such a fright that he decided to 
“crack down” ruthlessly on all classes 
and kinds of potential opposition. No 
matter what, before it had a chance 
to unite. 

Any regime that has lasted 20 years. 
especially a regime which had to re- 
sort to aS many repressive measures as 
the Bolsheviks have, is bound to make 
enemies, undoubtedly there were ele- 
ments hostile to Stalin within the 
party. 

But I found nobody who believed that 
there was any really organized support 
of the Trotskyist idea that Stalin had 
“betrayed the revolution,” although 
there were those who individually dis- 
agreed with the course that the revolu- 
tion was taking under Stalin's leader- 
ship. 

They felt that the revolution on many 
points had strayed from the line of 
pure socialism advocated by the orig- 
inal Bolsheviks—such deviations as al- 
lowing peasants to hold small plots of 
land for gardening and feeding domes- 
tic animals, the restoration of ranks 
in the army, the strengthening of fam- 
ily units, the restoration (although un- 
der almost confiscatory taxation) of 
the right of inheritance, the encour- 
agement of deposits in savings banks, 
the protection of private incomes from 
work and savings, the tightening of 
divorce regulations and the abolition 
of abortion. 

Charges of wrecking or sabotage."

ness, even ignorance, which cause the | 
breakage of machines and interruption 
of production or transport.

‘for non-highway purposes. That was 
; an increase of $22,202,000 over 1935. 

Combined state and federal alloca- 
tions for highway purposes last year 
totaled $1,131,000,000, bureau officials 
said. Federal contributions to states 
made up about $250,000,000 of that 
amount, 

States last year spent $585,616,000 for 
state highway purposes; $265,496,000 


| for local roads and streets; $37,942,000 


for collection and administration, and 
$1,597,000 for other highway purposes 
such as park and forest roads. They 
had $8,346,000 of undistributed state 
highway funds. 


The state derived $691,420,000 from 
gasoline taxes; $359,784,000 from reg- 
istration fees and licenses, and $15,137,- 
000 from special taxes on motor car- 
riers last year, the bureau said. 

The bureau criticized states for use 
of automobile taxes for any purpose 
other than road building and main- 
tenance. Any other use of the funds, 
the bureau said, “detracts materially 
from the upkeep of the highways for 
which the motoring public is paying.”
